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The field was located about 10 riles scuth>sst of “VFRDLOVaIr 
(60°28 °E/56948'N), about 6 miles from TSTCK (see Ainex), 


There was a good grass cover, a Spur track, and 165~-foot wide 
concrete runmvays, which were under repair, For this purpose 
the eround was excavated to a depth of 16 inches, filled with 
éravel and sand,and then covered “ith a 6-inch concre‘e layer. 


The three-story administration builiing had a tower-lice 
Superstructure with loudspeakers on all sides for traf “ic 

control purposes. The building also had a rotating fleshing 25X11 
light. «All the buildings were covered with asbestos nlotes, 


About two hundred fighters and ore hundred twin-engine atr-

a. The existence of an airfield southeast of SV™RDLOVSK vas 
reported for the first time. ‘The following installations 
sere Located in SV"RDLOVSK during the war: 


An air force school for fighter pilots, aircraft mechanics, 
and aerial gunners, 


A commercial pilot and aireraft mechanic school. 


b. The field is apparently a modern commercial field, “hich 
is also used by air force units. — 


e. The information. on the Location of the field may be 
correct, since a commercial airfield existed in SVERDLOV IX 
in former times. 


a. «Althourh the data on the occupation of the field seems 
to be exaggerated, it may be assumed that, besides transport 
and commercial aircraft of the Aeroflot Airlines, a large 
fighter unit, apparently equipped with La-7 or even La-9 > 
aircraft,“as also stationed at the field in 1947. 


e. The radio station mentioned seems to be a flight 
traffic control station for commercial and military purposes.
